Dougherty Flies and Drives 
Back Home From Connecticut 


Frazer L. Dougherty, a youth¬ 
ful Sierra Madre businessman- 
pilot-inventor, drove into town 
last week after a 3,000-mile trip 
in one of the strangest vehicles 
yet devised by man. 

Mr. Dougherty, in effect, 
hitched wings to a small auto¬ 
mobile and made his way safe¬ 
ly on a circuitous route from 
Danbury, Conn., to Sierra Madre. 

The unusual land-air vehicle 
which he drove and flew is 
called an “airphibian,” only 
two of which have been built 
anywhere in the world. Mr. 
Dougherty’s craft is the only 
one of its kind that has been 
licensed by the C.A.A., a strong 
talking point when plans to 
manufacture the craft are dis¬ 
cussed. 

Just Pull Levers 

The airphibian is essentially 
a car about the size of a two- 
passenger Austin convertible, 
plus wings and a tail assembly 
which permit it to fly at alti¬ 
tudes up to 12,000 feet. You fly 
it into an airport, pull a few 
levers, and drive off to the 
nearest hotel, leaving wings 
and tail behind. 

Next morning you back the 
car into an open space between 
the wings, pull the same levers 
in the opposite direction and, 
with clearance from the control 
tower, take to the air again. 

Mr. Dougherty, test pilot for 
the airphibian since the first 
one was completed about six 
years ago, said the craft can be 
driven 100 miles an hour on the 
ground and for three hours in 
the air for less than it would

cost to cover the same distance 
by regular plane and taxis. 

20 Miles a Gallon 

Conversion from an air to a 
ground vehicle, or vice versa, 
can be completed in 5 minutes 
or less. 

The tiny automobile can go 
50 miles an hour and travels 20 
miles on a gallon of gasoline. 
It rides about as roughly as a 
sports car and its engine makes 
about the same amount of 
noise. 

It has an automatic gear 
shift, both forward and reverse. 
There is 514 cubic feet of bag¬ 
gage space. 

As an airplane, it cruises at 
110 miles an hour, qlimbs at 
600 feet a minute and can land 
at the safe speed of 55 miles 
an hour. 

Cost a Drawback 

It can stay in the air for 3% 
hours. On the ground or in the 
air, it is powered by a 165 h.p. 
Franklin engine. 

On his most recent trip, Mr. 
Dougherty stopped at various 
aircraft manufacturers in hopes 
of persuading them to build the 
plane for commercial use. He 
does not yet know how success¬ 
ful his trip was. 

One of the airphibian’s pres¬ 
ent drawbacks is its cost_ 

probably about $15,000. Mass

public.” 

The writers of the petition 
assert that a “non-existent ra¬ 
bies epidemic treatment” has 
been a softening-up process 
“for a raid on our purses, tra- 
diitonal freedoms, privacy and 
ordinary common sense” in 
many cities.

Shows Craftsmanship, Sincerity

Art has been inescapably a 
part of religion and the great¬ 
est masterpieces in painting 
and sculpture have been cre¬ 
ated for the church. 

I asked who had planned the 
showing of the Yuletide art ex¬ 
hibit in the parish room of the 


Church of the Ascension and 
was told that "some ladies of 
the Guild,” without "fuss, fan¬ 
fare and fuming,” brought this 
about. I hope this first show¬ 
ing of seasonal art will thus 
be established in the future. 

One at once sees over the 
mantel, upon entering, the trip¬ 
tych of August David, “Adora¬ 
tion of the Magi,” framed suit- 
abily and matching in color, 
style and technique, its church- 
ly subject and environment. 

In the well-organized color 
and composition of the Primi¬ 
tive school of painting. Albert 
Kramer of Pasadena shows di¬ 
rect contrast. 

The brilliant watereolor of 
Marcella Cash, the “Poinset- 
tia,” brings the particular sig¬ 
nificance of that gorgeous flow¬ 
er. It recalls the Mexican leg¬ 
end of poor Maria, who had no 
gifts to take to he church and 
so gathered some weeds pre¬ 
senting them to the altar “With 
all my love, dear Christ Child.” 
They suddenly turned into the 
glorious Flor do la Nochehuena, 
later called poinsettia in honor 
of the U.S. Minister to Mexico, 
.1. R. Poinsettia, who discovered 
the beautiful plant in 1828. 

The drawing of the Madonna 
head by Marcella Carlson 
shows a lovely expression of 
the eyes. 

The talented husband and 
wife artists, the Weeses, show 
examples of their work with 
"Prayer at Dawn” and “Madon¬ 
na.” 

Also the “Dusky Madonna” of 
Beatrice Mclvor has all her 
craftsmanship in pastel. 

Blance Lupfer’s canvas, un¬ 
signed, shows her sincerity in 
depicting a scene of Indian 
church-going. 

To me the large illustrative 
picture in black ink and wash 
of appropriate virginal blue by 
Many Sinclair, “Nuns and Con¬ 
vent,” was fascinating in its 
detail of the inner life of a con¬ 
vent. It is clearly drawn and 
suitable for reproduction. 

Yes, indeed, I hope we may 
look forward to another Yule- 
tide art display next year by 
our artists and others.

Two Sierra Madreans have advanced to the semi-finals of 
the largest private scholarship program in American history, 
at which 425 four-year college scholarships are awarded. 

Geraldine Lillian Keating, 

226 Olivera Lane, and Judith Jo 
Potter, 1930 Vista Ave., both of 
Sierra Madre, were among 5,000 
winners announced by the Na¬ 
tional Merit Scholarship Corpo¬ 
ration out of 60,000 hand-pick¬ 
ed students who took the pre¬ 
liminary scholarship test. 

From the 5,000 taking the 
next test, on Jan. 14, about 
2,500 will advance to the finals, 
where as many as 500 Merit 
Scholars and 2,000 Certificate 
of Merit winners are to be 
named. 

Merit Scholars, when finally 
selected, will be allowed to at¬ 
tend any accredited college or 
university of their choice. The 
amount of their scholarships 
will depend on the need of each 
and will range from $100 a year 
to complete tuition and living 
expenses for four years of col¬ 
lege.

Yuletime decorations always center around the Christmas 
tree—with each famiily following its own special way of deco¬ 
rating and celebrating the holiday season with the "tannenbaum.” 

A current trend in the use of 
Christmas trees is the “living 
Christmas tree," an alive and 
growing tree in a container 
which you decorate and keep in 
your house for the holidays 
and plant out of doors after¬ 
wards. 

Several pines, cedars, cy¬ 
presses, junipers and arbovitae 
are especially effective as liv¬ 
ing Christmas trees. The Cali¬ 
fornia Association of Nursery¬ 
men recommends as particu¬ 
larly appropriate for this sea¬ 
son the California Christmas 
tree (Cedrus deodara). 

A native of the Himalaya 
Mountains, the deodar cedar pro¬ 
vides frosty, blue-green foliage 
in conical shape—beautiful 
when decorated with Christ¬ 
mas ornaments. It reaches 25 
to 50 feet and therefore should 
be planted in a rather large 
area. A smaller form of the 
deodar cedar is the Cedrus deo¬ 
dara compaeta, which seldom 
grows higher than 25 feet.

LARGE GROUNDS are needed 
for the future homes of the 
Norway Spruce (Picea abies) 
and the Colorado Spruce (Pi¬ 
cea pungens) for these two 
trees grow to 150 feet and 
from 80 to 155 feet, respectively. 

They take many, many years 
to attain these heights, how¬ 
ever, and probably will be nor¬ 
mal height during your lifetime. 
Alsp, these species are not rec¬ 
ommended for residents in 
Southern California. The Nor¬ 
way is pyramid in shape when 
young, making it especially 
fine in a container as a Christ¬ 
mas tree. The Colorado, with 
its silvery gray-green foliage, 
grows very stiff and upright in 
a broad pyramid manner. 

The California Redwood (Se¬ 
quoia) is an especially good 
living Christmas tree. Here, 
again, it will not get too large 
during a normal lifetime.

The plant was opened in ceremonies that included talks by 
Dr. Lee DuBridge, president of California Institute of Technology, 
21st District Congressman Ed¬ 
gar Hiestand and Mayor War¬ 
ren M. Dorn. Mayor Dorn dedi¬ 
cated the 40,000-square-foot 
structure by cutting a magnetic 
tape. 

The following day the new 
plant was shown to residents 
of the area, with Hastings 
Ranch residents receiving spe¬ 
cial invitations to the open 
house. 

The plant, which supplies 
electronic computers to firms 
throughout the country, has 
plans already to double its size. 

ElectroData is an affiliate of 
Consolidated Electro-Dynamics 
Corporation, the third ranking 
computer firm nationwide in 
number of computer systems in¬ 
stalled. 

Dr. DuBridge remarked that 
ElectroData represents a “bil- 
lion-dollar business built on 
that tiny particle, the electron

Early Medical Action Can Save 
A Deaf Child Mental Anguish 

By Roy O. Gilbert, M.D. 

L.A. County Health Officer 

The number of pre-school children who are either partially 
or totally deaf is larger than is generally supposed. 

One study indicates that 3 per cent of the youngsters in this 
age group have hearing difficulties of one kind or another, 
and on the basis of population figures projected by the Regional 
Planning Board in 1955, this 
would suggest that almost 18,- 
000 children in the county, 
aged 1 through 5, have hearing 
defects. Yet the work of discov¬ 
ering these cases has hardly 
started. 

In the majority of instances, 
cases of early deafness improve 
readily under medical care if it 
is initiated at the onset of the 
ailment. Provided the condition 
is discovered early, the outlook 
for such children is relatively 
bright. The Metropolitan Hear¬ 
ing Center of Los Angeles re¬ 
ports that 93 out of a total of 
103 pre - school children with 
hearing loss showed marked 
improvement after a single 
year of medical treatment.

mischievous, difficult, or slow 
to learn are sometimes that 
way only because they have a 
hearing difficulty in one or 
both ears. Indeed, it is a matter 
of record that, in the past, 
numbers of children were trag¬ 
ically placed in institutions for 
mental defectiveness because 
they had a deafness that was 
misinterpreted as a lack of in¬ 
telligence. 

If there is an adult who 
doubts the importance of a 
hearing defect in a child’s nor¬ 
mal development, he can per¬ 
form a simple experiment on 
himself that may prove con¬ 
vincing. 

The experiment consists of 
watching several successive 
television shows with the sound 
completely turned off, or turned 
so low as to be hardly audible. 
Most of the intelligibility on 
the TV screen will be lost un¬ 
der these circumstances. The 
import of the experiment is 
heightened if one realizes that 
about 75 per cent of all human 
communication involves the 
spoken word. 

In practice, hearing tests in 
Los Angeles County are rarely 
given before two years of age. 
However, deafness can be de¬ 
tected in a child as early as the 
age of one year, and since the 
period of "readiness to speak” 
extends from about the 8th to 
18th month, according to ex¬ 
perts, the earlier the handicap 
is noted the better for the child.

FEW PHYSICAL conditions 
have more far-reaching effects 
on a child’s development than 
total deafness. In a sense, the 
totally deaf child, through the 
art of lip reading or the use 
of hearing aids, is not so badly 
off as those children who are 
handicapped by hearing defects 
severe enough to be a real per¬ 
sonal problem and yet not read¬ 
ily detectable. 

All too often a partial hear¬ 
ing loss remains undiscovered 
until after a child enters school, 
and may even remain unrecog¬ 
nized for the first couple of 
grades. Likely as not, by this 
time the child will have a re¬ 
lated emotional problem and 
may also be somewhat retarded 
scholastically. 

The failure to hear involves 
a failure to reproduce speech 
properly, and the degree of this 
impediment generally depends 
to a large extent on the amount 
of hearing loss. The somewhat 
delicate relationship between 
hearing and speech has a di¬ 
rect influence on a child’s in¬ 
tellectual development. 

Indeed, the association be¬ 
tween speech and mental ca¬ 
pacity has been recognized so 
long that the word ’’dumb” has 
become an expression to de¬ 
scribe the dull-witted.

Add cranberries and 
boil without stirring until the 
skins begin to pop open (about 
5 min.) Turn off flame and lot 
sauce cool in the saucepan. 

MOLDED STRAINED SAUCE 
Like your cranberry sauce to 
be more*like a jelly? First, you'll 
cook the fruit and press it 
through a sieve to get a thick 
juice that contains part of the 
fruit pulp in a finely divided 
form. Then the juice and sugar 
are cooked together to make the 
jelly. 

4 C. cranberries (1 lb.) 

2 C. water 

2 C. sugar 

Wash and sort cranberries. 
Cook with the water until skins 
pop open. Press through a sieve. 
Stir in sugar and boil rapidly to 
jelly stage (3 to 5 min.). Skim 
and pour into mold. 

JELLIED CRANBERRY SAUCE 

WITH BERRIES IN IT 
Like your sauce to be almost 
as firm' as a jelly and to have 
all the berries in it, too? The 
following instructions tell you 
how to make it in the good old- 
fashioned way. 

4 C. cranberries (1 lb.) 

1 C. boiling water 
2 <4 C. sugar 

Wash and sort cranberries. 
Pour on boiling water to cover. 
Let stand 5 min. Drain well and 
add 1 C. fresh boiling water. 
Cover and cook until berries are 
tender (about 5 min.) Mash the 
fruit lightly. Add sugar and cook 
until the sauce drops heavily 
from edge of spoon (about 5 
min.)

Ex-Sierra Madrean Builds 
Huge Pueblo in Desert 


Toms-Owen Win 
Tennis Tourney Here 

LeRoy Toms and Nan Owen 
won the tournament sponsored 
by the Sierra Madre Tennis 
Club Dec. 11 by defeating 
Mayne Perry and Janet Rogers. 
The score was 3-6, 6-2 and 6-4. 

Thirty-two tennis players par¬ 
ticipated in the tournament 
which was played on the courts 
at Sierra Madre and at John 
Marshall Junior High School in 
Pasadena. 

Trophies were presented to 
the winners and to the runners- 
up. Byron Hopper, Sierra Ma¬ 
dre jeweler, donated the tro- 
phes . 


Out in a desert canyon, just a few miles east of Desert Hot 
Springs, nestles a fantastic structure. 

It has about 35 rooms, 65 doors, 150 windows and a number 
of caves. It is Cabot’s Old Indian Pueblo, the work of a former 
Sierra Madrean who has devoted 13 years to its construction and 
who isn’t finished yet. 

Cabot Yerxa, who was post¬ 
master of Sierra Madre from 
about 1906 to 1913 and who 
went on from here to live a 
life as rich, varied and excit¬ 
ing as a Richard Harding Davis 
adventure tale, is the struc¬ 
ture’s owner, builder, plumber, 
architect and designer. 

Mr. Yerxa never had a blue¬ 
print, and used only second¬ 
hand lumber. His poles came 
from mountain floods and were 
supplemented by railroad ties. 

Water for cement was hauled 
in a barrel and the sand he 
took from the desert. 

Wiped Out by Freeze 

With the exception of some 
part-time help from one man, 
he built the entire structure 
himself. 

While in Sierra Madre, Mr. 

Yerxa owned one of the vil¬ 
lage’s two grocery and meat 
stores. His family owned orange 
ranches in the area, and when 
the big freeze of 1913 wiped 
them out—to the tune of $80,000 
—he lit out. 

His wanderings took him to 
every state in the union, to 
Canada, Mexico, Central Amer¬ 
ica, Europe and Alaska. He 
worked as carpenter, miner, 
cook, reporter, clerk, sailor, 
butcher and teamster. 

After World War I Mr. Yerxa 
studied art in Paris and London 
and later continued his studies 
in San Francisco and Los An¬ 


geles, Since then he has become 
a desert artist of note. 

Build First House 

While in Europe, Mr. Yerxa 
took a walking trip through 
much of the continent and 
wrote articles about it for the 
Sierra Madre News. 

Later he went back to the 
desert, where in 1913 he had 
been one of the first home- 
steaders in the Desert Hot 
Springs area. He built his first 
house in Desert Hot Springs by 
packing cement across the then 
trackless desert on a burro. The 
home, constructed of rock and 
cement, still stands. 

He discovered and named 
Miracle Hill, where Desert Hot hundreds of niches in sunlit marble 
Springs Easter Sunrise Service 
is held. As he put it: 

“I felt a hill in the desert 
where I could dig a cold water 
well on one side and a hot 
W’ater well on the other, which 
had blue clay and red clay, 
desert sand and agricultural 
soil, was really a miracle.” 

Four Stories High 

Thirteen years ago Mr. Yerxa 
began work on his Pueblo— 

“the only one in all California.” 

It is patterned on the ancient 
structures built 1,000 years or so 
ago by the Indians in New 
Mexico, but Mr. Yerxa has sort 
of been playing it by ear as he 
went along. 

For instance, his Pueblo is 
four stories high and has 30 
different roof levels—“to avoid 
monotony,” he says. It is built 
over a hot water well. A pump 
in the artist’s workshop lifts 
the 126-degree water to a tank 
in back of the Peublo. 

Rooms on every floor have a 
splendid view of Mt. Jacinto 
and the upper floors and Mr. 

Yerxa’s studio soar above the 
canyon walls to bring San Gor- 
gonio and almost all of Coa¬ 
chella Valley and its surround¬ 
ing mountains into view. 

Four small apartments are 
available for Mr. Yerxa’s artist 
friends and are never opened to 
the public.
